AUSTRALIAN Prime Minister Sir Robert Menziee' 
J s rejection of the Nigerian proposal for a Com¬ 
monwealth premiers' conference on Rhodesia attests 
the fact that apart from Britain’s Harold Wilson there 
is at least one other Commonwealth leader who 
believes that commonaense rather than emotionalism 
should be the key to handling the present Central 
African crisis. 

Obviously mindful of the Irresponsible actions

By once again forcibly stressing the fact—eo 
often and so conveniently overlooked by nations who 
are members of the Commonwealth on sufferance 
only—that Britain alone has authority over RhodeMa, 
Mr. Menzies as a senior and highly respected Cam* 
monwealth leader may well have done that organiia- 
tion a service of tnesttmable worth.

Glimmer of Hope 

\Y7TTH the approach of a new year, the tottering 
*’ hope of peace in Viet Nam continue! in view, 
at least But it is a shy and timid wraith, vague in 
its outlima, and all too prone to vanish in tha harsh 
lights of war. 

Alexander N. Shelepms reported vWt to Hanoi 
at the head of a Russian delegation has revived die 
conjecture that Moscow may une ita Influence to 
procure- a settlement in Viet Nam. In Itself such a 
visit is small grounds for optimism. 

It has impheatiena, rerarTRskma It wmmm un¬ 
likely. for instance, that Moscow would join Peking 
■ t this time in uxom agtag a bard line poUcy for 
Hanoi's continuance of war-to-the-death. Russia is 
anxious to maintain ita influence in Southeast Asia 
and could have much to gain if, ln the role of peace¬ 
maker, she could claim credit for a truce in Viet Nam. 
Nor have the Kremlin's attitudes at the past year 
indicated any willingness to further cool relations 
with the West, as support of Peking's policy un¬ 
doubtedly would arcompHih- 

On the other band, it is a little hard to see the 
former chief of the Soviet secret police, Mr. Shelepin. 
with the dove of peace on his shoulder. But. if peace 
is his mission, there is no doubt he carries great 
weight, for his position in the Communist party, and 
• onaequently in his nation. Is only a shade less 
important than that of his leader, Leonid Brezhnev. 

Coiqded with the efforts of the Pope, the United 
Nations, Great Britain and others sympathetic to 
the ceasefire, perhaps Mr. Shelfpin’a .appearance can 
be counted encouraging. 

Communist China's charge that Prato dent John¬ 
son wants to continue the Viet Nam war in the hope 
of involving China directly, and so have an excuse to 
attack her, has small justification as long as Washing¬ 
ton continues willing to negotiate with Hanoi "any¬ 
time, anywhere,” as the prrakftent has pledged. 

And if, as has been reported from a source 
close to the International Control Commission for 
Indochina, there h a strong faction in Hanoi—includ¬ 
ing President Ho Chi Mihn himself—which favors 
negotiating with Saigon and Washington for a cease¬ 
fire, then indeed there it cause for optimism. 

Even Hanoi’s somewhat vague offer of a cease¬ 
fire for the lunar new year’s festival assumes new 
significance in this light 

Given these several positive points, then. It is 
possible still to believe hope glimmers through the 
battle smoke. 


Cambodia’s Threat 

I N RESPONSE to the announcement that the United 
States will allow its troops in special drcumatances 
to crow the border from Vkt Nam into Cambodia in 
pursuit of Viet Cong forces, the Cambodian National 
Congre ss has declared that any armed incursion by 
land, sea or air will provoke “an armed counter¬ 
incursion on the territory of the aggressor, or terri¬ 
tory occupied by the aggressor.” 

Thus it might seem that a further extension of 
the conflict in Southeast Asia is in prospect. 

But despite the bellicose tone of the Cambodian 
warning—which spoke of “criminal and unjustified 
aggression by the forces of the United States and its 
accomplices"—it Is open to the comforting suspicion 
that the rongreratansJ declaration was for home con¬ 
sumption more than anything eiae, and a natural 
reaction to the wounding of national pride. 

The fact is that the border area of Cambodia has 
long been taad by Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
fighters aa a route and a refuge. If the country can 
and will end this violation of Its territory, ft need not 
fear any incursion by American or South Vietnamese 
troops in chase of their enemy. 

But if it cannot exclude its Communist invaders, 
and it has aamed unable, it Is hardly in a position to 
make good on Ita threat to throw back their pursuers 
If it simply will not, then It invites the action the 
United States* preposes to take—and must look with 
misgivings on the consequencw if by "counter-incur¬ 
sions” it enmeshes itself In the war.

Poinsettia Sensitive 


By «. V. CHE8NCT 

In this aeries an the cue at Christ¬ 
mas sift houseplants. I would be lax if 
I failed to provide notes on the Potn- 
aettia. for this flamboyant scarlet 
flower has become Just as much a sym¬ 
bol of Christmas as the holly and the 
mistletoe. 

The true name of the plant it 
Euphorbia puicherriraa, originally found 
grating wild » Central America and 
introduced by Dr. Joel Poinsett, a medi¬ 
cal practitioner of Charleston South 
Carolina. Poinsett sold Us small stock 
of collected plants to Robert Boist. a 
Scottish nurseryman of Philadelphia, 
who made a Useable forks* supplying 
cuttings of the new wfatenbkaaming 
plant to florists all over America and 
Europe. 

In nature, the plant is a shrub grow¬ 
ing 10 feet tall. The true flowers are 
small and uninteresting — they are 
those greenish-yellow blobs in the mid¬ 
dle of the poinsettia bloom — but the 
braeta are terrific, huge and brilliant 
scarlet In moat types, although the rare 
white pnhwttia la be co mi n g • bit more 
common nowadays. 


heated homes toan most houseplants. 
It likes a sunny wtodow and a tempera¬ 
ture ranging between 0 and 70 degrees 
by day, with a drop of not more than 
10 degrees during the night. A very 
common cause at leaf-dropping is tob 
great a difference between day and 
night temperatures, with the room 
cooling off too much during the night. 
It is a wise precaution to move your 
gift plant back into the room and away 
from the window o ve rn i g ht to avoid this 
chilling. 

This sensitivity shows up to the 
watering too, and toa cold water will 
sometimes cause the tower leaves to 
fail. Walt until the soil surface feels 
dry to the touch, then give enough kike- 
wann water to saturate the whole pot¬ 
ful at sail. Any water draining into the 
saucer should bsamptied within the 
hour. 

The leaves will drop off anyhow 
about a month after Christinas. This is 
the resting period for the plant and, 
when it happens, simply store ft to your 
basement. Ideally between 50 and 80 
degreea. and wiabout water. 

A poinsettia must be pruned bard 
or h would become far too large for 
houaeplanl use. Prune to May, cutting 
all stems back to six-tocfc stubs. Rub a 
little powd er e d charcoal into the cut 
surfaces to control btoedtog, and treat 


the milky sap with respect for 1 it Is acrid 
and poisonous, and can cause pain and 
discomfort if it gets In the eyes, mouth, 
or to cuts or open wounds. ’

The prunings, incidentally, can be 
used as slips to start more plants. Cut 
them up into 7-inch lengths, Ireat with 
a hormone rooting p owder, and insert 
around the edge of a pot filled with peat 
or vermiculitc or a mixture of the two. 

After pruning, knock toe plant out of 
Its pot and repot into fresh sofl. Water 
moderately anZT'hring into room tem¬ 
perature. When \ new shoots emerge 
from ihe stubs, thin these out to s total 
of three or tour, otherwise your plant 
will be too bushy and congested. In 
June, sink the pot up to Its rim to the 
garden -morning sun only—and keep 
well watered and fed through the sum¬ 
mer. 

The moat critical part of the culture 
and where moat folks go wrong It when 
the plant is brought Indoors in the fall. 
During this period, it is most important 
that they have 12 hours of unbroken 
darkness every night from about Oct 
10 on. In other words, keep them to a 
room, sunny by day, but where toe 
lights are not turned on, even far an 
instant, after toe sun sets. Otherwise 
you win have no Dowers.
